Whereby Physicians May Be Obtained 
br Applying to Police Stations. 


A Plan That Has Worked Great Benefits in 
page Durwpesn Cities.

New York, March 2%.—I hada conversation 
yesterday with Dr. Henri Natchel, of Paris, who 
has called the attention of the New York Acade- 
my of. Medicine and the County Medical Society 
of Philadelphia to the éystem of night m 
service now in operation in Paris, Berlin, and a 


number of other European cities. Nothing of 


the kind has ever been practiced in the United 
States, and itis the province of, Dr. Nachtel in 
his present visit to this country to call the atten- 
tion of the public to the beneficent provisions 
of this plan which he has brought across the 
ocean with him. The fundamental idea 
of this system is the utilization of the 
police stations. A register is to be kept at each 
station of such physicians within the precinct as 
are willing to respond to calls at any hour dur- 
ing the night under the terms prescribed by the 
law. The physicians so registered are such only 
as are in good standing in the medical profes- 
sion, and who have regularly graduated at some 
legally-established and recognized medical col- 
lege, and are duly entitled to practice the 
science. No discrimination is made be- 
tween different schools eof medicine for 
the reason that the service is 4 pub- 
lie one. The person applying for a 
doctor is, however, allowed to select any 
physicianof any school onthe list. The list, 
after being prepared, is subject to reyision by 
the Registrar of Vital Statistics, who compares 
it with the registry of the Board of Health. By 
this means the public is protected from any im- 
position, and a guarantee of professional skill is 
obtained which the individual, if a stranger, 
would not be able to secure for himself. When 
a physician is wanted the applicant registers 
the name of the patient, with the ad- 
dress, his own name and address, with 
such minuteness as to prevent the possibility of 
mistake or delay. A policeman is thereupon 
detailed as a messenger, who, in cases where no 
preference is expressed, calls the nearest physi- 
cian. Where a preference is expressed the 
doctor designated is brought. He accompanies 
the physician to the door of the patient’s house, 
and presents him with a small bit of paper, on 
which is written his own name and address, the 
patient's name and address, and by whom called. 
This information is filed out on a printed form 
and attested by the Sergeant on duty at 
the station where the application is made. 
this is retained by the physicians as a voucher, 
which he presents when the patient is unable or 
unwilling to pay. The compensation which may 
be demanded for the service thus performed is 
fixed by law, and is reasonable in amount. For 
instance, in Paris the fee ig 10 frames, or about 
$2. The Sergeant and Police- Messenger are also 
allowed a small fee. This voucher, if the fee is 
not paid by the patient, passes into the 
hands of the Board of Education, and 
may form the basis of an ordinury ac- 
tion for debt, on which the usual proceedings 
in such cases may be had. Again, if the fee is 
paid by the patient, the voueher of the physician 
is surrendered by him to the patient, who retains 
it as a receipt. The opportunity ig afforded of 
collecting a vast amount of statistical informa- 
tion. In each of these cases the age, sex, busi- 
ness, nature, and kistory 0f the disease is re- 
corded and reported to the Board of Health, to- 

ether with such other information as may be 
fee med necessary for the full understanding of 
the case. In these returns the name of the pa- 
tient is suppressed through motives of delicac 
and desire to gard the privacy of people, whic 
they have a right to require.

It is re- 
corded that in Munich, uring a epidemie of 
cholera, seventy out of cases occurred at 
night. The cooling of the body owing to the 
absence of the warm rays of the sunis another 
source of danger, and in cases of great debility 
of the vital forces induces diarrhea and dysen- 
tery. In time of pestilence or the preyalence 
of deadly epidemics a medical sy ty like this 
may be of inestimable advantage to the com- 
munity.:

THE UNIVERSALISTS. 


The IllMmois Conference at Belvidere. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

BELVIDERE, III., March 27.—Yesterday af ter- 
noon the Illinois Universalists commenced a 
three days’ conference in this city. It is being 
held in the Universalist Church, of which Everett 
Green, a young theological student, has been 
pulpit supply for two or three months past. The 
services yesterday were the ordination of Mr. 
Green. 

At 3 o’clock the Conference was opened. Dr. 
J. W. Hansen, of Chicago, occupied the chair. 
The Rev. C. E. Tucker, of Aurora, is Secre- 
tary. The candidate for dination was ex- 
amined by the Council. In reply to 
questions submitted by members of the Council 
Mr. Green offered the following views, which 
seemed to meet the approval of his Universalist 
interrogators: He believes in the inspiration of 
the Bible; that it is the work of man, developed 
not by the will of man, but by the influence of 
the Holy Spirit. There are in the Bible ele- 
ments of both natural and supernatural relig- 
ion, The former is exemplified in prayer, the 
latter in the answer to prayer. Evidences of 
the immortality of the soul he finds in 
sacred histry, in the resurrection of Christ, 
and in the fact that man is taught 
by intuition to expect that there will 
be a hereafter when this life is done. 
Punishment, he thinks, the just reward for 
wrongdoing; repentance frees from sin and its 
consequences only in a measure. He is con- 
vinced of a future punishment, where shame 
and remorse will be the heritage of the ev il- 
doer. The object of punishment is twofold; to 
make the transgressor conscious of his wrong- 
doing, and in the end toreform him. Doctrinal 
probation he believes to begin at the start of 
life, to continue through life, and into the next 
world as well as this. The new birth, or being 
born again, he considers the revival of life,—the 


. awakening up to a sense of religious duty. He 


does not consider baptism and communion ab- 
solutely essential; they are helps, or aids, 
and he would not dispense with them. 
they are beneficial in the sense that they draw 
one’s thoughts toward religion and toward God. 
He does not believe in the annihilation of a 
human soul; he believes in Universalism. 

Upon motion of the Rev. C. E. Tucker it was 
voted to conferupon the candidate the rite of 
ordination. 

The ordination sermon was preached by the 
Rev. C. E. Tucker, of Aurora. is text, Romans 
„16: “For lam not ashamed of the Gospel of 

hrist, for it is the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that believeth, to the Jew first and 
also to the Greek.“ 

The reverend gentleman opened. his discourse 
by eulogizing the life and teachings of the 
Apostie Paul, who, in int of influence in the 
Christian world, he places by the side of the 
Master whom Paul served. 

What is the Gospel, that of which we are 
— not to be ashamed? 

Allow me to make (for our mutual good) a brief 
analysis of the Gospe 
some of the elements of its power. When Jesus 
began His ministry there was sucha knowledge 
of God in the earth, and such only, as to causethe 
people to stand in awe before Him: They spoke 
of Him universally as the Creator, the Sover- 
eign Ruler, and the Supreme Judge of nations. 
Those who cherished a 8 faith in Him stood 
more or less in fear of his Divine Majesty, and 
trembled in expectation of some terrible judg- 
ment. in the first sermon that Jesus preached 
(that peerless production calied the Sermon 
on the Mount ). Jesus spoke of God as the liv- 
ing Father of the whole human race. He said 
that he was a being full of tenderness and love; 
that he had in fact more regard for His children 
than earthly parents had for theirs, being kind 
even tothe unthankful and the evil. To the 
Jews he said, “When ye pray to the God of 

our fathers, to Him who gave the law from 
Binal amid thunderings, and lightnings, and 
tempest-blasts that shook the mountain and 
filled all Israel with fear, when ye pray to Je- 
hovah, the God of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, 
say ‘Our Father.“ It is for you that He has 
made the earth so beautiful in its seasons; for 
you that He renews each day the light of suns 
and stars; for you that He gives fragrance to 
the flowers and delicious flavors to the fruits; 
and out of trial and persecution gives blessings 
more and greater than words can tell. 

We can all readily see that the words which 
Jesus spoke concerning God gave to man such 
ideas in regard to Him, such assurance of His 
Divine Fatherhood, as to prove a power unto sal- 
vation to every one that believed. It thrilled 
the soul of men and women with higher and 
holier thoughts than ever before had been

elaborateness of contents that would aston- 
ish the most devotional hén, while others 
would be easily récognized by her notwith- 
standing their gaudily-colored dress. It is 
a pleasant superstition that the sun will 
dance in the sky to-lay,—an apt counterpart 
to the singing of the morning-stars when 
Christ was born though at the present writ- 
ing the heavens portend that, if the sun does 
indulge in that eccentric feat, it will be a pas 


| seul not visible to the naked eye. In some 


parts of England a game of ball between 
municipal corporations is a favorit Easter 
sport, and at Bury St. Edmunds twelve old 
women keep up thé practice with due en- 
thusiasm, if not with the strength and agility 
of the clubs in the League. In various parts 
of the world. more particularly within the 
jurisdiction of the Greek Church, the Christian 
brethren will salute each other with a kiss. 
It is not likely that the practice will prevail 
to any extentin the New World, owing to 
very natural prejudices, and to the opinion 
of men in general that a man ts not a kissable 
object under any circumstances. In certain 
parts of England, however, a very beautiful 
practice obtained,—the men parading the 
streets on Easter-morning and claiming the 
privilege of lifting each woman they met three 
times, receiving in payment a kiss or a silver 
sixpence, and the women doing the same to 
the men the next day. The inauguration of 
such a custom in our own country weuld 
make Easter a notable festival, and, although 
the large men would have a decided ad- 


lifting, the latter would undotibtedly make a 
strenuous effort to earn their compensation, 
however weighty the female avoirdupois, 
while the average littl woman would try 
with equal spirit and nerve at the male be- 
ing, though he should be as big as Samson. 
Among a mercenary people like the English 
unquestionably much of the compensation 
was taken in sixpences, but among the more 
gallantand generous Americans the sixpences 
collected on Easter, with such an option before 
them, would not materially aid the mission- 
ary cause. There are, perhaps, a few sordid, 
lazy hulks who would demand cash down 
from very light women, but the large ma- 
jority would take their pay in osculation 
without proffering change. The practice 
would also lend a picturesque appearance 
to our streets, especially in the vicinity of 
dry-goods stores and other places of female 
resort. in such places the rule of three 
would, of course, be insisted upon, owing to 
the amount of labor to be performed; but in 
secluded spots, remote from public view, this 
lifting would probably be prolonged until 
the compensation grew stale.

One reads much in . newspapers 
about the corruption of American politics; 
buta statement récently made that the elec- 
tion contest now raging in England will cost 
over $10,000,000 indicates that England is not 
very free from bribery, and blackmail, and dis- 
honest means of influeneing voters, and Amer- 
feans might retort on their overcensorious 
critics by advising them to follow their own 
moral counsels. 

Thé amount of money spent in securing 
election from 245 English and Welsir county-* 
seats at the last election was $2,200,000, and 
only seventy-eight seats were contested, the 
candidates for the other seats having a walk- 
over, In North Durham, four candidates 


spent, or rather returned as spent,—for the 


real expenses are double the amount acknowl- 
edged,—the suug sum Of $141,000, The 
cost of contesting the English and Welsh 
boroughs was atrifie more than that of the 
counties. The amount expended in Scot- 
land, where there are only sixty seats, was 
$600,000, while in Ireland, where there are 103 
seats, the expenditure was but 8400, 000, of 

which the members of the:two English par- 
ties spent $325,000, and the fifty-nine Home- 
Rulers obtained their seats at the modest 
price of $1,250 each, 

But, as was before stated, the published ex- 
penditures of candidates on which the above 
figures are based give but a faint idea of 
the cost of an election, for only the amount 
of the legitimate expenses is made public. 
No mention is made of the enormous amount 
spent in corrupting electors. A few cases 
might be mentioned in proof of this. The 
election at Bridgewater, a small town in Eu- 
gland, Some years ago cost the successful 
candidate, who, by the way, was 
afterwards unseated for corrupt prac- 
tices, $150,000; and his election for 
Dublin City in 1868 costGuinness, the brewer, 
$200,000. The unfortunate Mr. Munster, who 
shot himself at St. Louis a few years ago, 
spent $75,000 in obtaining his election for the 


borotigh of Mallow, which contains only 268° 


voters, 

The modus operandi by which votes are se- 
cured is something like this: The candidate 
or his agent goes into the voters’ saloon,—the 
rumseller is no less open to conviction in 
England than in America,—calls for a 
drink, hands out a £10 note, and forgets to ask 
for the change. In the country districts mat- 
ters are managed differently. The candidate 
employs the farmer's son as agent, hires his 
team to convey voters to the polls, or buys 
his horses and cattle at unexpectedly high 
prices. If the elector fails to be convinced 
under these circumstances his case is hope- 
less. 

The operation of the Ballot act has, to some 
degree, checked the expenditure of money 
in these ways, for the free and inde- 
pendent elector may take the generous 
candidate’s money and vote as he pleyses, 
and no person will be the wiser, unless he 
should beeome slightly inebriated through 
his suddenly-aequired wealth and “blab” 
the transaction. 

The Campaign Committees of the great 
parties of America can scarcely ever expect 
to be able to expend half the amount spent 
in England in carrying on the canvass of 
their respective. parties, and yet the number 
of voters here is out of all comparison 
greater than the numberin England. Are 
we more virtuous than our cousins after all? 
Has England to be our pupil, rather than our 
teacher, as to morality in polities? Shall it 
become the duty of the American press to 
lecture her about her evil ways and her po- 
litical and moral turpitude ? 


RELIEF FROM MUD AND DUST. 

The necessity for a general and uniform 
system of street-improvements, extending at 
the very least over the principal business 
portion of the city embraced within the dis- 
trict bounded by Twelfth street, the lake, 
and the river, has never been more strikingly 
illustrated than during the past week. For 
three or four days there was a high and dry 
wind, and the dust was simply intolerable. 
The subject was literally in everybody’s 
mouth,—not only in everybody’s mouth, but 
in everybody’s throat, nostrils, and pores, in 
everybody’s house, clothes, and furniture, in 
everybody’s shop, and goods, and finery. 
Conversation was divided between impreca- 
tions at the plague of dust and prayers for 
relief. Friday night the rain came. It 
poured in torrents. The dust was trans- 
formed into mud,—thick, heavy, black masses 
of mud, of every degree of consistency and 
every possible variation of filth. It is evi- 
dent that Chicago, in the present condition of 
its streets, is doomed to an unavoidable 
alternation of mud and dust, and it is difti- 
cult to determine which of the two visita- 
tions is the greater affliction. 

There is but one remedy for this vile and 
injuridus condition of things that will be 
satisfactory and enduring. Itis that which 
THe TRIBUNE has endeavored during the 
past few weeks to impress upon the Mayor, 
the Council, and the public—viz.: a uniform 
and as nearly as possible simultaneous im- 
provement of all the mud streets in the 
South Division north of Twelfth street. 
Inquiries which were made among the con- 
tractors last week show that this is not so 
formidable an undertaking as is generally 
supposed. Ordinances have already been 
passed for the paving or macadamizing of 
certain, portions of Congress street, Eldridge 
court, Fifth avenue, Michigan avenue (be- 
tween Jackson street and the river), Hub- 
bard and Peek courts, Franklin, Harrison, 
Jackson, Lake, La Salle, Market, Randolph, 
Sherman, Taylor, Twelfth, and Washington 
streets. These improvements are to be 
made any way. But, if made, leaving 
other streets in a condition of par- 
tial deeay, and still others that have 
never been paved at all, the new improve- 
ments will only help the particular localities 
which are provided with them, and the 
process of dragging the mud from the un- 
paved and dilapidated streets, and distribut- 
ing it over the good streets, will go on as be- 
fore. 

There are but a few blocks on which there 
has never been any pavement, or for which 
paving has not already been ordered. Sume 
760 feet on Adams, 640 feet on Congress, 320 
feet on Charles place, 1,864 feet on Fourth 
avenue, 640 feet on Quincy, 700 feet on State, 
and 3,440 feet on Third avenue comprise the 
localities for which no proyision has been 
made. An éstimate of the cost of improving 
these streets, including walls and curbing 
where needed, places it at about $55,000. 
Perhaps $100,000 more would repave the 
streets that require it, and put the alleys into 
decent condition, outside of the improve- 
ments already ordered, The cost, whatever 
it may be, will be distributed upon the prop- 
erty benefited, and will not exceed an average 
of $2.50 per front foot on property worth all 
the way from $250 to $2,500 per front foot. 
An inerease of a eouple of dollars a year in 
the rental of a building twenty-five feet front 


It is idle to demand that the 1 8 be 
cleaned so long as a large proportion shall 
remain unpaved. The money used for this 
purpose is merely squandered. The mud is 
dragged in by every horse and vehicle from 
the dirt streets more rapidly than it can be 
carted off the paved ones. A reader of THE 
TRIBUNE writes that it is the droppings from 
the horses that travel or stand on the streets 
whieh make the frightful dust of dry weather. 
Admit that this is true to some extent, it is 
still evident that the manure cannot be re- 
moved without thorough and systematic 
sweeping, and that no system of cleaning 
which will keep the streets clean is possible 
until there shall be a system of paved streets. 
The proportion of horses that travel and 
stand in the streets is very much the same in 
the large cities of Europe and the East as 
in Chieago, but the former are kept clean 
and in good repair, because the pavements 
are general and of nearly uniform quality. 
Whenever the chief business districts of 
Chicago shall be paved, including streets and 
alleys, then, but not till then, will it be pos- 
sible to maintain them in good condition of 
repair and cleanliness at a comparatively 
small outlay. The gain to business, to health, 
to comfort, and to the attractiveness and 
reputation of the city will be vastly beyond 
the cost of the proposed improvement, which 
will be insignificant to the individual prop- 
erty-owners, 

Who will be the pioneer in this movement 
for the rehabilitation of Chicago streets? An 
Alderman who is favorable to the project, as 
every intelligent and public-spirited man 
must be, pretends that it is not worth while 
to bring the subject before the Council now, 
because nothing can be done this summer. 
But it should be agitated now so that proper 
arrangements can be made for completing 
the work next summer. The process 
for making special assessments is slow and 
tedious, and the sooner the movement is set 
on foot the sooner the work can be done. 
The Council might, at the very least, author- 
ize the Commissioner of Public Works to 
outline the extent of the improvements that 
ought to be made, consuit with contractors 
as to the probable cost thereof, and report to 
the Council at the earliest moment an esti- 
mate of the work in the aggregate and in 
detail. Mr. Waller, the present Commis- 
sioner, is a practical and energetic business- 
man, and, if intrusted with a task of this 
kind, he will promptly collect all the neces- 
sary information, and present the plan of 
improvement to the Council and the public 
in such a shape as will enable an intelligent 
decision as to what should be done. Will 
not Mayor Harrison bring the matter before 
the Councilin this or some other tangible 
and practical shape? 


WHAT IF THE TORIES SUCCEED 1 

Should the Tories retain power as a result 
of the English Parliamentary elections, the 
policy to be pursued by them, while as nearly 
in accordance with the present one as it well 
can be, will yet possess some features of in- 
terest and embrace many changes, though not 
of a very radical character. Beaconsfield’s 
advanced age and failing health will force 
him to withdraw to a certain extent from 
publie life, and there is no member of his 
party possessed of anything near his great 
ability,—cleverness the Liberals call it The 
man who seems destined to succeed him is 
not Sir Stafford Northeote, nor yet Lord Salis- 
bury,—indeed, it is doubtful if the Tories 
could retain power for one year under the 
leadership of two men so essentially stupid. 
The coming man is Lord Cairns, at present 
Lord Chancellor of England, who presents a 
very striking contrast to his chief. The 
prospective Tory leader is the son of a Bel- 
fast mechanic, and has won his way to his 
present position, not by any great and shin- 
ing abilities, but by studied effort and indom- 
itable perseverance. Sprung from the work- 
ing classes, he has a certain degree of sympa- 
thy with them, and should he succeed to 
power his efforts will be directed, as far as 
his party will permit, to the amelioration of 
their condition in an educational, political, 
and industrial sense. Raisedin the Presby- 


‘terian Church, which, by the way, he has 


since abandoned,—Presbyterianism is not the 
fashion in England,—he is strongly imbued 
with the love of peace and hatred of clap- 
trap characteristic of the members of 
that Church. His aim will be rather to 
settle difficulties peaceably than resort to the 
arbitrament of war. Free from the Oriental- 
ism of the present Premier, he has not much 
fancy for the peace-with-honor, gunpowder- 
and-glory policy of the present Administra- 
tion. 

Surrounded, as Lord Cairns will be in ease 
of his sueceeding Beaconsfield, by the stupid, 
fat-witted members of the present Cabinet, 
the country Squires, and the pompous cions 
of the old nobility,” his individuality will 
necessarily manifest itself in the future policy 
of the Tories, which willin all likelihood be 
one of conservative progress, not unlike that 
of Lord Palmerston, and may even be more 
like that of the late Lord John Russell. 

It is certain that whichever party sueceeds 
to power there will be quite a change in the 
Parliamentary franchise, followed by a redis- 
tribution of seats. The Tories will be 
obliged to extend the franchise to house- 
holders in counties and equalize the Irish 
with the English franchise, but will en- 
deavor to counteract the advantages which 
would accrue thereby to the Liberals bya 
redistribution of seats to their own advantage, 
making three-cornered constit uencies out of 
the- large Liberal boroughs, that they may get 
the third candidate through the minority- 
representation plan. Another matter which 
will have to be regulated is the estab- 
lishment of County Boards. The Liberals 
would make these purely elective bodies, 
while the Tories will only provide for the 
election of some of the members, giving the 
landed aristocracy places on the Boards in 
virtue of their being large property-owners. 

The liquor interest will be fostered to as 
great an extent as the prejudices of the Tory 
members will allow, for, although that party 
isnow thechampion of the rumsellers, the 
individual members thereof are really op- 
posed to them. The alliance is not likely to 
last long in any case, and itis not improbable 
that, although the Conservatives obtained 
power and hope to retain it through the 
liquor interest, they may find themselves 
driven therefrom in the near future through 
the quarrels that will arise between them and 
their incompatible allies. 

As to the land question of Great Britain 
and Ireland, the Tories will do as little as 
possible. The landlords are the Tory party, 
and they will not yield anything, will give 
up none of what they call their vested rights, 
until they are forced to do so. They will not 
compromise now that they may save much in 
the future. They are veritable Bourbons; 
they will not read the signs of the times. It 
is a dispensation of Providence that the Brit- 
ish and Irish farmers are suffering from now, 
and Providence will come to their aid if they 
are only patient and pay their rents, say the 
Tory landlords. There is no hope for the 
farmer from this party, which must be 
beaten to its knees—nay, laid flat on its back— 
before it will yield to the demands of justice 
and humanity and relinquish its traditional 
stupidity and arrant selfishness. The Tory 
landlords of to-day have had their counter- 
parts in the Jacobites of the last century, the 
nigger-owners of the Southern States, and 
King Bomba of Naples. For these reasons, 
the Irish and Scotch and the educated En- 
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land, are contributing largely to procure its 
triumph at the polls next week. Whether 
they shall succeed or not it is difficult to say, 
all predictions té the contrary notwithstand- 


ing. , 
A HOME FOR INCURABLES. 

A short communication which we print in 
another column revives the project of a 
Home for Incurables which has been agi- 
tated by Tue Trrsune from time to time as 
one of the most commendable charities that 
ean be established in this city. The sugges- 
tion in this case is called out by an unfortu- 
nate woman who is afflicted with an ineura- 
ble affection of the spine, and is absolutely 
helpless. Sheis entirely without resources, 
but is said to be a woman of intelligence and 
education. There is no place for her in 
the public er private hospitals, and a 
consignment to the Poor-House would 
be not merely humiliating, but even 
eruel, since the Poor-House is not 
provided with the proper comforts and 
attentions for such a person. Several 
charitably-inclined ladies have undertaken 
to support this woman, but her life may be 
dragged out for years, and a thousand things 
may happen to deprive her of her present 
support. In the meantime, these friends 
have found it extremely difficult to secure a 
room where the afflicted woman can be 
lodged and cared for, on account of the nat- 
ural aversion which every private household 
feels to the charge of an incurable invalid to 
whom there are nd natural ties making such 
a care a matter of duty. There is no proper 
and adequate provision to be made for such 
an unfortunate except a Home for Ineura- 
bles, organized and maintained as a charity, 
and there is no institution in Chicago of this 
character, 

Nearly every physician of large practice 
can relate some personal experience which 
has revealed to him the necessity of such a 
Home as is recommended by this case, Every 
once in a while, indeed, the very same sugges- 
tion comes from some reputable physician. 
It is hard to say just how the project can be 
best put upon its legs. Perhaps some prac- 
ticing physician, or a number of physicians, 
orsome one of the medical societies, might 
start the movement with the best chances of 
suceess, It may be that valuable information, 
and, perhaps, active codperation, can be se- 
cured from the Relief and Aid Society, to 
whose officers and agents similar afflictions 
must be very familiar. The people of Chi- 
cago are familiar with the devotion 
and energy that Dr. Shipman has 
given to the Foundlings’ Home, and 
the success that has attended his ef- 
forts. -His example should prompt some 
other member of the profession, or some as- 
sociation of physicians, to start a Home for 
Incurables. The funds for supporting such 
an institution will be cheerfully subscribed 
if it be taken in hand by some person or per- 
sons whose names will guarantee honest, 
energetie, and judicious management. Once 
established, the Home for Incurables would 
always command the same active sympathy 
and generous support which the Foundlings’ 
Home and the Women’s Hospital find in time 
of need. Thereis no person outside of the 
few who pretend to believe that the old and 
decrepid should be killed off like helpless 
beasts to whom such a charity will not appeal 
at all times, and it is of the peculiar character 
which should attract the active codperation 
of the medical profession. Will somé one or 
more of our leading physicians take it in

THE MICHIGAN CIRCUIT. 

The troubles.created by the conflict of the 

trotting circuits in Michigan, which it was at 

one time thought would be amicably settled, 


-have broken out with greater violence than 


ever, and warhas been deciared on both sides, 
It will be remembered that the origina! difficulty 
was brought about by the alleged unfairness of 
the Jackson Association in its dealings with De- 
troit and Grand Rapids, the last- mentioned place 
having been left out of the circuit formed some 
two months ago by Jackson, Toledo, Saginaw, 
and Battle Creek. The war against Jackson was 
begun by Capt. Owen, Secretary of the Detroit 
Jockey Club, who began by sending senseless 
messages to Don Robinson, Secretary of the 
Jackson track, which Association has done more 
for the promotion of trotting than Detroit 
ever ean or will. From the first it was seen 
that the meetings at Detroit and Jackson would 
clash, and Capt. Owen * 2 that his Agsocia- 
tion would charge no entry fee and would 
offer $10,000 in purses. As nothing has been 
said lat ely about the question of entrance, it is 
presumed that horsemen will not be obliged to 
pay for the privilege of competing for the purses 
offered at Detroit, 

A meeting of those interested in the anti- 
Jackson circuit was held at Detroit last Wednes- 
day» the tracks at Adrian, Detroit, Pontiac, 

lint, Tonia, Grand Rapids, and Fort Wayne 
4. ing represented. Of course there was a vast 
amount of talk indulged in, each delegate being 
anxious to flourish his little tomahawk and defy 
the Jackson Association and all its works. Each

“Ti was twenty-nine years in ayo atip lite.“ 
said he, 4 was Consul-Gene ypt from 
1888 to 1 lL was a 3S Consul: “General to Hol- 
land, an * years Consul at Bareelona, 
during the trying timesof its civil wars. In 1848 
I was Minister to Madrid. In 1849 1 was Minister 
Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to Rome. 
The Pope at that time was at Gacta, 
and he was treating with the Ital- 
ian Re public. Fifty thousand French 
troops were men marehing on Rome, and I pre- 
vented them from entering Home because the 
FPreneh Constitution did not then admit of at- 
ng another Republic. You know France 
was a Republic then, and I did not want to see 
her Constitution violated. The Reactionary 
party had then come into power in France 
controlled its Ministry. The Government wus 
changed before the Third Napoleon came into 
power. He became the Emperor over the shoul- 
ders of his Ministers, I could not camply with 
the secret instructions I reecived from the Min- 
istry at that time, It was this sweeping chance 
of policy of the Ministry that enabled Napoleon 
to make * coup d'état.

It has been the tice for 
years for packers to roll their product out on 
the prairie, leave it there month after month 
th snow, rain, and mud, summer and win- 
ter, and when the purchaser of it presents his 
receipts and the goods are delivered he is 
charged eight cents per barrel on the pork and 
10 cents per tierce on the lard per month in each 
case for storage. There are probably 60,000 bar- 
reis now “stored” in this way on the prairie.

THOMAS AQUINAS. 
THE GREAT PHILOSOPHER AND THEOLOGIAN. 
Prof. Blackburn in the Advance. 

“One comfort is, that great men, taken up in 
any way, are profitable company,” says Carlyle. 
Sixty years ago Hallam thought that only four 
or five Englishmen valued the fellowship of 
Thomas Aquinas and read much of his huge 
folios. In 1835 Waddington said that the tomes 
of Aquinas, once read with such avidity, are 
now confined tothe shelves of afew profound 
students, whence they will neveragain descend.”’ 
But the present Pope would have them taken 
down and studied by his clergy. He has created 
a new interest in the Angelical Doctor by re- 
quiring the Romish Bishops, priests, and profes- 
sors to teach his theology and ethics. The Jes- 
uits are ordered to lay aside their text-books and 
casuistries for the system of the medieval St. 
Thomas. They would find him to be more prof- 
itable company than their Molina, Saurez, and 
Peter Dens. Other Popes have commended 
Aquinas, but Leo XIII. is so earnest in his orders 
that many Protestants are quite surprised by 
his late encyclical. Has he been reading Pas- 
cal's Provincial Letters with some conviction? 

What can be the motive of the Pope? Is it to 
resist the science and skeptical philosophies of 
our day? Thomas might encourage a scientific 
spirit, if not rouse skeptical inquiry, for he was 
not less a philosopher than atheologian. Per- 
haps the motive is to lead Romanists from the 
Jesuit theology and ethics toasystem framed 
by an admirer of Augustine. To know the Papal 
intentions we must wait for another 1 
letter from the Pope; meanwhile it may be wel 
to keep an eye upon the man whom he so highly 
commen 

Thomas Aquinas was born about 1227, of a 
splendid family, probably in the castle of his 
father, who was Count of Aquino, not far from 
Naples. Three of his sisters wedded Counts, and 
one became an abbess. His two brothers were 
eminent Generals in the army of the Emperor 
Frederick II., that reputed skeptic, figmer of 
Popes; and patron of reviving learning, 
who persisted in having Aristotle translated. 
An uncle was abbot of the old Benedictine 
Convent of Monte Casino, in which 
Thomas studied from his 5th to his 10th year. 
The lad was then six yearsin the Philosophic 
University or Naples, steeri clear of the in- 
fidelity imputed to its Imperial founder, the ter- 
rible Frederick. There he decided which of the 
two monastic orders he would join,—the Fran- 
ciscans, whose special aim was to preach to the 
neglected and the 8 or the Dominicans, who 

e painful charge of the in- 
creasing heretics, and adjust the delicate ma- 
chinery of the newly-improved Inquisition. He 
chose the latter—those Domini Canes, the Lord’s 
watch-dogs—and entered their convent. His 
rents were angry, especially his mother, 

heodora, daughter of a Countess. Various 
arts, some of them the worst, were used to win 
him back to the world. He was seized and kept 
two years in the castle of his father, but he 
would not drop the friar’s dress nor cease from 
theological studies. At length his mother 
yielded. If she and his brothers did not plan 
his escape, they connived at it,and by night, 
through a window, he gained his freedom. 

The General of his Order sent him to Cologne, 
where Albert the Great, the most famous teach- 
er of his day, was giving a new turn to scholastic 
philosophy by gatherin 
system of thought. Albert was inquisitive and 
daring, enger iu pursuit of what we call the 
physical sciences; a sort of Cardinal Wiseman in 
that century, though far less scientific. If he 
were living now he would doubtless pry into the 
Darwinian theories, read Huxley and Häckel 
perhaps take the evolution disease by way of 
experiment, and . come through it with 
the orthodox health of Joseph Cook. He had 
the Dominican eye for the church doctrines. 
His new pupil, the serious, meditative, abstract- 
ed Thomas, silent under loads of verbose lect- 
ures, was soon derisively called the dumb ox 
of Sicily.“ But Albert said. The bellowing of 
this ox will soon fill the world.” Thomas be- 
came to Albert what Aristotie was to Plato, or- 
ganizer of materials, the framer of rudely-col- 
lected ideas and arguments into a system. In 
him Scholasticism, with its three elements of 
logic, philosophy, and theology, reached its cli- 
max. He was not only a thinker, but also a man 
of prayer, and when preaching on the love of 
God and the glory of Christ he looked up gaying, 
More of thee, my Lord, is all I ask.” 

His voice certainly did resound all 
Latin Christendom by means of his in 
various cities, his eloquent sermons m erosded 
churches, his commentaries on Holy Scripture, 
his writings ona wide range of topics, and es- 
pecially his sum of theology, which overshad- 
owed all other medieval Summas,” formed a 
storehouse of doctrines until the brighter days 
of Luther, made him “the moral master of 


Christendom for three. centuries,’ and lay be- 


side the Bible onthe desk at the Council of 
Trent as the orthodox solvent of all disputed 
questions. Certain dogmas, slowly developing 
in the Roman Church,—such as transubst antia- 


tion, seven s@graments, merit of good works, 
supererogation, saint-worship, mortal and venial 
sins,—having no real foundation in Divine Script-

dound upon you. You would gain in self-re- 
spect and in the res of vour felloy-men, 
and the rays of joy and prosperity would bright- 
en your whole lives and that Of your children. 


EASTER-TIDE, 
QUEER ANCIENT AND MODERN CUSTOMS. 

Awork on antiquities gives account of yarious 
superstitions that creptin among the rites of 
Easter Even; such as putting out the fires in 
churches, and kindling them aneéw with flint; 
blessing the Easter wax, eto, In Bagiand, it was 
customary to light the churches with Paschal 
tapers. The custom of hing the sepulchre 
at Easter was a ceremony in churches, in 
remembrance of the 
sepulchre of our Sa 


sepulctre * upon an ane 
tradition that the second coming of Christ would 
be on Raster Eve. The ceremony contin in 
England until the Reformation. The rites varied 
in different places. 

The custom in question is still kept up in Bal- 
timore, unless recently abolished, at gt. Alphon- 
so’s German Catholic Church. There are tliree 
altars at the end of the church. One of the side 
altars is removed before Good Friday,.and the 
representation of a grotto substituted for it. 
The sides, of sanded, marbleized paper, give the 
effect of its being cut from the solid rock. Nu- 
merous gas-jets burn at the side of the grotto; 
and, as they are shaded with glass of all colors, 


a dazzling effect of light is produced. At the 
entrance is an arch of the most beautiful 
flowers and. vines, so artistically arranged 
that one can  easil imagine they grew 
there. At the end of the grotto is a figure rep- 
resenting Christ, with an angel at the head and 
atthe feet. On the chancel steps a crucifix is 


placed, and there devout 2 ay a 
small sum for kissing each wound of Christ. 
Those who can afford it kiss them all. Before 


the altar a company of children chant contin- 
ually. This singing is kept up day and night. 
When one party of singers is exhausted another 
takes its place. The church is crowded day and 
night. Asalithe ceremonies are observed ina 
very sincere and reverent manner, it is a touch- 
ae serene even to those who call it super- 
stition.”’ 

The day before Easter is sometimes called 
Holy Saturday.“ On the evening of this day, 
in the middle districts of Ireland, great prepa- 
rations are made for finishing Lent. 

Many a fat hen and dainty piece of bacon is 
put into the pot by the cotter's wife about 8 or 9 
o'clock; and wo to the person who should taste 
it before the cock crows. At 12 is heard the 
clapping of hands, and the joyous laugh mixed 
with an Irish phrase which signifies, ** Out with 
Lent.” Allis merriment fora few hours, when 
the people retire; but they arise about 4 o’clock, 
to see the sun dance in honor of the Resurrec- 
tion. 

This custom is not confined to the humble la- 
borer and his family, but is observed by many 
highly respectable and wealthy families; differ- 
ent members of whom I have heard assert that 
they had seen the sun dance on Easter morning. 
In a rare book entitled, Recreations for Ingeni- 
ous Head Pieces.“ 1667, I find this popular notion 
alluded to in an old ballad: “But Dick she 
dances such a way, no sun upon an Easter-Day, 
is half so finea sicht.“ 

There was an ancient custom at Twickenham, 
according to Lysons, of dividing among the 
young people in the church upon Easter-Day 
two great cakes; but, it being looked upon asa 
superstitious “ relick,” it was ordered by Parlia- 
ment (A. D. 1645) that the parishioners should 
forbear that custom, and, instead thereof, — 1 
lou ves of bread for the poor of the parish wit 
the money that should have bought the cakes. 
It appears that the sum of £1 per annum 
is still charged upon the vicarage for the pur- 
pose of buying loaves for poor children on the 

hursday after Easter. Within the memoryof 
man these loaves were thrown from the steeple 
to be scrambled for. 

A practice formerly prevailed upon the Conti- 
nent of Europe of — from eating flesh 
upon Easter to escape a fever for the whole 
year. This custom was condemned by the Pro- 
vineial Council of Rheims in 1583, and by that of 
Toulouse in 1590. 

There was formerly ja superstition that one 
must wear something new on Easter-Day in or- 
der to insure good luck during the year. 

In England, in the early part of this century, 
it was deemed unlucky for Easter to occur near 
Lady-Day (March ). In 1818 Easter was the 22d 
of March; in November of that year Queen 
Charlotte died. In 1826 Easter came on the 26th 
of March; that year great distress prevailed in 
the commercial world. These coinvidences 
served to confirm the belief of the supersti- 


tions. 

In St. Petersburg Easter-eggs play a very im- 
portant part. It is customary, on meeting an 
ntance, to press an egg into his hand.

Our mining friend from Red 
Gulch will please let hy the deacon’s necktie, or 
he isa — man.“ This aadress, together with 
the minister's known reputation as a pistol shot, 
instantly restored order, and the deacon, picking 
up the scattered money, including the $20 goid 
piece, resumed the collection, and the service 
proceeded without further interruption. 
Ministers ot so much presence of mind are, 
however, rare, and in almost any other church a 
disturbance like that which was so promptly 
quelled at Black Run would entail the loss of a 
deal of money, and. perhaps, a deacon or 
two. Were it to be understood that change 
could be always taken from the plate, no such 
difficulty would ever occur. It is this reform 
which is now earnestly advocated by many in- 
telligent men, especially in our Eastern States. 
Were it to be adopted, it is quite possible that 
there would bea A increase in the 
average amount ot a church collection, since 
there would no longer be any temptation for a 
frugal man with nothing smaller than a dollar 
billin his pocket to refuse to contribute any- 
thing, and to sully his integrity by feigning to 
have left his purse in his other pair gf trousers,

ship in any church or synagog and the minor- 
ity cannot resist or 1 Ik in a Catholic 
church a majority decides in favor of intro- 
— the Protestant worship, the question is 
settled for that community, and the minority, 
however large, must submit in patience. Thus 
a vote can change a —— church into a 
Methodist one, and a Presbyterian church can 
swallow an Episcopal one if it can only secure 
votes enough to turn the Episcopalians out. It 
would seem at this distance that this law inter- 
feres with the vested rights of the minority, for 
the reason that the contributions made by the 
latter are for aspecific purpose, which cannot 
be set aside. 


Within fifty years between $350,000,090 and 
$375,000,000 have been expended in church pur- 
poses from voluntary contributions by people 
connected with the Church of England. Three 
thousand five hundred and twenty new churches 
have been built during the last a years; 
12,500 church schools have been established by 
the National Society since 1811; beside the 
Bishop of London's fund of $2,500,000, $4,250,000 
have n nt in the metropolis on churches, 
schools, and home-mission institutions in the 
last five years. The aggregate amount expend- 
ed by the English Church on missions to the 
colonists and the peathen is over $2,500,000 a 
year. The philanthropy of the Church is fur- 
ther exemplified in numerous special gifts and 
in the establishment of funds for the social, 
moral, and religious improvement of people, 
parishes, and ministers. 


In the course of a discussion in the Philadel- 
phia Methodist Conference, a clergyman stated 
that a Bishop had demanded and received $500 
for giving a certain church the preacher whom 
they wanted. Thereupon e Elder 
Thomas stated the case as follows: en the 
matter came before the committee of the 
church that Asked for the miniscer, Bishop Fos- 
ter told them that if they got the minister they 
asked for it would crowd another man to the 
wall. Then the committee offered the $500 as 
supplemental salary for his support in another 
charge. The same church—Trinity of Philadel- 
phia—did a similar thing a few yearsa The 
pastor thussecured was the Rev. Dr. Everett. 
One brother disapproved of the “ hushing up of 
ministers by the payment of supplemental sala- 
ries,“ and another rather bitterly remarked, 
„ The churches of the greatest wealth can have 
their wishes complied with at all times.”

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Agitation of Scientific Circles Over 
the Alleged Artificial Dia- 
monds. 3 
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The Adaptation of the Electric Light to 
Practical Horticulture, 


Wrangle Over the Proposed Memorial to 
the Prince Imperial in West- 
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Death of One of the Most Remarkable of 
Parisian Adventuresses.

Lonpow, March 9.—Scientific writers are just 
now severely agitated. You know the sensation 
caused some months ago by the announcement 
that a Glasgow chemist of repute had actually 
succeeded in producing artificial diamonds that 
were not distinguishable from the real stones. 
Owners of the precious brilliauts were in terri- 
ble suspense to know if the direful news was 
true, and a general convulsion of diamond- 
brokers seemed imminent. Fears, however, 
were allayed by a statement from Prof. Maske- 
lyne, of the British Museum, that the crystals of 
carbons submitted to him would not withstand 
the usual tests. Rut now—wunhappy news for 
those whose accumulated riches are contained 
in their jewel caskets—another gentleman from 
Glasgow, by name Hanney, claims to have suc- 
cessfully achieved the crystallization, and this 
time the Professor acknowledges that the speci- 
mens sent are test-proof, It is too soon to es- 
timate the force of the upheaval if our Scottish 
experimentalist has really succeeded in pro- 
ducing in his crucible diamonds with all the 
properties of the genuine stone. Many of the 
gems of the Grecian and Roman periods, it will 
be remembered, which were once thought most 
costly, are of little value now, and it may 
be that the jewel esteemed most precious 
to-day is before long to be toppled off its glit- 
tering throne. A glance at the list of celebrated 
diamonds known to exist at present is interest- 
ing. The Braganza, in possession of the Crown 
of Portugal, is generally set down as the first, 
being by far the largest stone ever found. I be- 
lieve, however, there is a suspicion by some 


that this is no diamond but a topaz. It was 
found in Brazil in 1741, and is the size of a heu' s 
egg, and is said to be valued by the Portuguese 
Government at the absurd sum of something 
like $300,000,000. The second in rank is the Mat- 
tan, found in Landak, Borneo, in 1787 or there- 
abouts, weighing 367 carats, and possessed by 
the Rajah of Mattan. The Nizam, weighing 340 
carats, belongs to the potenate of that name, 

Koh-i-noor (mountain-light), the most 
precious jewel in the regalia of the English 
crown, has a remarkable history. It originally 
belonged to the dynasty of the Moguls, and was 
known as the Great Mogul. Subsequently by 
right of conquest it came into the possession of 
Mohammed Shah. It original weight was 747 
carats, but owing to the unskillfulness of a lap- 
idary was eventually reduced to a third of its 
original weight, when it became known by its 
present Oriental name. Preeeding the Kob-i- 
noor in its present form, however, must be 
ranked the Regent, the Orloff, and the Star of 
the South. The Regent, also known as the Pitt 
diamond, played an important part in shaping 
the history of Europe. 

A HARDLY LESS STIRRING SENSATION 
among the scientists is the demonstration that 
the electric light may be used with enormous 
advantage for horticultural urposes. Dr. 
Siemena, whose discoreries rank him second 
only to Edison as an electrician, has carried out 
a series of experiments which go to prove that 
plants exposed to sunlignt in the day and to the 
electric light at night thrive far better and 
faster than those which have daylight only.

whether or no a memorial tc the late Prince 
Imperial shall be allowed in Westminster Ab- 
bey rages bitterly. The pitiful and tragical end 
of the young Prince in a South African gully 
roused universal sympathy. There was no dis- 
cord in the expressions of regret that one so 
young and born to so high promise should have 
been so terribly cut off in the hey- 
day of his youth He was fighting, too, 
under the British flag, and that gave a tinge of 
sentiment to his melancholy death. But the 
question whether or not the lad, who as we have 
sincé found out only went to Zululand in order 
to put himself in training to make a dash upon 
France, shall be honored with a place alongside 
the greatest in English bistory—statesmen, or- 
ators, posts, and painters—is a different thing 
altogether. The Dean of Westminster says who 
shall be allowed memorials in the Abbey and 
who shall not. He is the keeper of the National 
Mausoleum, as it were, with absolute power. 
The Dean has given it out that the Prince shall 
have his place in the fane, and sticks to it, not- 
withstanding the deputations which have called 
upon him and protested against the desecration, 
and generally expressed public opinion.

MR. CRESWOLD’S “ MUSIC OF THE WAVES.” 
0 To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, March 27.—In the announcements in 
the musical columns of last Sunday's TRIBUNE,

} “THE LITERAL FACT. 
The truth is, that England found the conquest 


of Ireland a much more difficult matter than it 


had bargained for. If the Irish had been united 
politically under one head, one of two results 
must have followed: either the English invad- 
ers would have been driven out of the country, 
or the Irish would have submitted after a few 
decisive defeats. But the ancient Irish were 
broken up into a number of separate tribes, 
owing collectively no allegiance to any one sin- 
gie chief. This made it impossible, without 
a military pation of the whole country, to 
supdue and rule them in the mass; and a mili- 
tary occupation of the whole country was 
impossible. Political organizations are 
in this respect like animal organizations. 
When they are highly develo you can deal 
with them as individual entities, whose power of 
resistance is destroyed when you have cut off or 
overcome the head. In low organizations, on the 
other hand, to divide is simply to multiply the 
centres of life and of resistance.

COMPLETING THE RUIN OF IRELAND. 
Till Queen Elizabeth’s reign the Irish had 
a flourishing trade in supplying England 
with cattle. This was supposed de- 
preciate rents in England, and Irish 
cattle were accordingly declared by act of Par- 
liament “a nuisance,’ and their importation was 
forbidden. Thereupon the Irish killed their 
cattle at home and sent them to England as 
salted meat. This provoked another act of Par- 
liament, forbidding in perpetuity the importa- 
tion of all cattle from Ireland, “dead or alive, 
great or 6 l, fat or lean.” Nevertheless, the 
Lord-Lieutenant appealed to Ireland on behalf 
of the sufferers from the great fire of London. 
The Irish were wretchedly poor, and had no gold 
or silverto spare; but they sent a handsome 
contribution in cattle. This gift the landed in- 
terest in England resented in loud and angry 
tones as a political contrivance to defeat the 
prohibition of Irish cattle.’’ Driven to their 
wits’ ends, the Irish turned the hides of their 
cattle into leather, which they exported to En- 
gland. But here too they were 
BAFFLED BY ENGLISH JEALOUSY. 


Then they took to sheep-farming and sent ex- 
cellent wool to England. 
terest of England took alarm, and Irish wool was 
declared contraband by act of Parliament in the 
reign of Charles II. The Irish then manufact- 
ured the raw material at home, and soon drove 
a thriving trade in woolen stuffs. The manufact- 
urers of England thereupon rose up against 
the iniquity of Lrish competition, and the woolen 
manufactures of Ireland were pepenptly exclud- 
ed from the markets of the Continent. They 
were, however, so excellent and so cheap that 
the industry still flourished. But English jeal- 
ousy never cegsed its clamor against it, and in 
the year 1698 both Houses of the English Parlia- 
ment petitioned the King to suppressit. His 
Majesty replied to the wds that he would 
** take care to do what their Lordships desired.“ 
To the Commons he said. I shall do all that in 
me lies to discourage the woolen manufactures 
of Ireland.“ 

DISCOURAGED THEY WERE ACCORDINGLY; 
and oo srecrenlly that, whereas two centuries 
ago they held their own aguinst England in 
foreign markets, I find from an official return of 
1876 the following significant figures: The value 
of the woolen exports of Great Britain in that 
year was £21,795,971; that of Ireland, £246.
